any more seasoned willow for several 
weeks. He said a contract for the mak- 
ing of 150 legs a month had been of- 
fered him, and that he had been obliged 
to withhold acceptance because of this 
lack of material. 

Experiments are being made, he said. 
in artificial methods of seasoning the 
willow. The old method was to season 
the wood by air drying for a year. If it 
is found that the seasoning can be done 
in a few days by artificial heat and 
electrically stimulated breezes, the busi- 
ness can be resumed on as large a scale 
as the limited number of skilled workers 
will permit. 

The willow wood is hand-carved into 
legs, a skilled workman requiring nine 
days to make a first-class leg. The cost 
is mostly for workmanship, the cost of 
the wood for each leg being about $3.50. 
The finished product sells as high as 3250.

a i Bolling Galt, who is to be the new 

mistress of the White House, 
dates not only to the Pocahontas In- 
dian Princess of 1617, but to the ances- 
tral BoWing estates in Yorkshire, En- 
gland, of the thirteenth century. 

Pocahontas, daughter of the famous 
Indian chief Powhattan, born in 16596, 
married April 5, 1613. in Jamestown, Va., 
as second wife, John Rolfe, of an old 
Norfolk family, who “was baptized at 
Heacham, Norfolk, England, on 6 May, 
1585.“ Their only child, Thomas, was 
born in 1615, in Jamestown, Va. 

John Rolfe and Pocahontas, with their 
baby boy, arrived in Plymouth, En- 
giand, from Virginia, in the ship George, 
June 12, 1616. Various early writers de- 
scribe the reception accorded Pocahon- 
tas, her presentation at court, her pres- 
ence at the Globe Theater when the 
Tempest was played, the ball given 
by the Bishop of London, the Twelfth 
Night masque, and the final act in the 
drama of this young life, “which was 
so short and yet long enough to unite 
two hemispheres, two races, two civili- 
zations.”’ 

St. George Parish Eatry. 

Early in March of the following year 
Pocahontas died in Gravesend, as she 
was preparing to return to Virginia. The 
entry in St. George's Parish record 
reads: 

“1617, Mar. 21, Rebecca Wrolfe, wyffe 
of Thos. Wrolfe, gent., a Virginia lady 
borne, here lies buried in ye chancelle. 
Her son Thomas, after his mothers 
death, was brought up by his uncle, 
Henry Rolfe of London. He returned 
to Virginia in 1641. 

Thomas Rolfe, son of Pocahontas, who 
married in 1633 Jane Poythress, daugh- 
ter of Capt. Francis Poythress of Vir- 
ginia, had two children, a son and 1 
daughter Jane, who married Col. Rob- 
ert Bolling in 1675, and from this union 
came the numerous Bolling descendants, 
including the fiancee of the President. 
It is worthy of record to note that Gen. 
William Henry Fitzhugh Lee, of th 
Confederate States army, a son of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, married after the war 
a beautiful descendant of Pocahontas, 
Miss Tabb Bolling of Petersburg. 


The House of Belling. 
The Bollings, or Bollyngs, are first 


noted as of Bolling in Yorkshire, Bu- 
gland, in the thirteenth century. in 
the year 1296, William de Bolling is de- 
scribed as holding three carucates of 
land in Bolling, and shortly afterwards 
he was described as lord of the manor, 
which his descendants held for several 
centuries, and two of them gave com- 
mon of pasture and a grant of land in 
Bolling to Kirtstall Abbey. Part of this 
land is supposed to be the site of Bur- 
nett Field. 

There is also evidence of land in ol- 
ling having been granted to Kirkstall 
Abbey as early as the reign of King 
John. In the ancient Parliamentary 
Writs are found the following entries: 
“William de Bolling certified, pursu .at 
to writ tested at Clepstone, 5th Mar>n, 
1816, as Lord of the township of Bolling 
in the County of York. 

“Johannes de Bolling, one of the Com- 
missioners of Array, in the Wapentake 
of Mortey, in the County of York. Com-

They were issued at 
the office of the American Trust Co. in 
St. Louis, as trustee. He looked about 
for purchasers, and, apparently, he 
made Mrs. Milford a “preferred custo- 
mer.“ At least he sold her bonds No. 
1, 2 and 3 of the Seven Cities Co., for 
$2000. It since has developed that of a 
$15,000 bond issue on the Northeastern 
Flectric Co. of Texas, another con- 
cern he promoted, he sold Mrs. Milford 
the first eight of 15 $1000 bonds which he 
caused to be issued. 

On Jan. 1, last, according to Poor's

authorised issue was $250,000. They were 
year 6-per-cent mortgage bonds, 
Jue Jan. 1, 1954, with the interest pay- 
able semi-annually at the American 
Trust Co. Besides this the company’s 
Jutstanding funded debt included 8120, 
000 of Russellville Water and Light Co.

But Napoleon had now won Wagram 
and was able to send new troops to 
Spain. His great Marshal, Massena, 
hastened south, organized a great drive, 
tefore which Wellington had to retreat, 
as the Anglo-British expedition is now 
retreating. Driven out of Spain, Wel- 
ungton finally took up his position be- 
fore Lisbon, on the narrow peninsula 
between the Tagus and the sea, a po- 
sition strongly recalling the Chetalja 
lines before Constantinople. Here Mas- 
sena was checked, and after wasting 
many months before these lines, which 
could not be stormed, he retired into 
Spain. Subsequently, as the Myscow 
campaign developed, Napoleon was com- 
pelled to recall troops from Spain, and 
as his Spanish armies decreased tn num- 
bers the British took the offensive and 
began the campaign which ended with 
the battle of Toulouse in France, a bat- 
tle fought after Napoleon had abdicated 

When the British returned to Spain 
the whole country rose in rebeilion 
against the French and Napoleon was 
confronted by the first of thé several 
national uprisings which ruined him. 
Now it is perfectly clear that what the 
British and French have in mind at 
present is to turn Seloniki into another 
Lisbon and the hills before and the 
narrow Calcedic peninsula into a séc- 
end Torres Vedras. The Germans on 
their side are seeking to drive the 
enemy out of the peninsula and repeat 
Soult’s exploit at Corunna and Mas- 
nas blundering.

Koenig“ Stenograpkher Held. 
rrederick Metzler, emploved by the 
Hamburg-American Line, and said to 
have acted as stenographer for Koenig. 
who was also arrested with Koenig and 
Leyendecker, will be arraigned Monday. 

Wederal Authorities stated this after- 
noon that Metzler had made a statement 
‘mn which he gave important information 
in connéttion with the Welland Canal 
plot. It was learned at the Federal 
Building that agents of the Hamburg- 
American Line had made several unsuc- 
Cessful attempts tu have Metzler re- 
leased on ball. 

Assistant United States Attorney Sar- 
faty said that informatign in posses- 
sion of the Government made it almost 
certain that numerous additional ar- 
rests will be made throughout the coun- 
try in the next few days. All of these, 
he said, will be in connection with the 
Welland Canal plot. 

Another arrest, made today, was that 
of Frederick 8. Schieindt, a clerk in the 
National City Bank who is accused of 
stealing documents, cablegramse ald 
other messages and turning them over 
to representatives of the German Gov- 
ernment. it ts declared that this ir- 
formation had to do with ships bearing 
aimmunition across the seas. 

Schieindt. detectives said, confessed 
having obtained information regarding 
shipments of munitions and other mat- 
ters, saying that he did this at the 
direction of Paul Koenig, head of the 
Bureau of Investigation of the Ham- 
burg-American Line, who was arrested 
yesterday on the charge of plotting to 
destroy the Welland Canal. 

Uvidence in Prisoner's Pockets,

The precise details of 
the allet ed plot were withheld by the 
Federal authorities, but it is understood 
that Koenig and Lyendecker had em- 
ployed spies who went out from Buffalo 
and Niagara Falls to photograph the 
canal, prepare plans and make arrange- 
ments for blowing up the waterway at 
its most important point and that nitro- 
giycerin was to be used as the ex- 
plosive. 

Koenig and Lyendecker were in Buf- 
falo about four days, according to the 
authorities and returned to New York 
with the execution of the alleged plot 
left in the hands of their agents. So far 
as is known by the Department of 
Justie- they had not abandoned the 
carrying out of the plot when the ar- 
rests took place. 

The Welland canal connects Lakes 
Erie and Ontario, extending a distance 
of 2. miles from Port Colborne to Port 
Dalhousie. It is the route which vessels 
take from Chicago and other great lakes 
ports to reach the St. Lawrence River. 
Grain shipments from these ports are 
thus transported to Europe. Had ie 
canal been destroyed, it would have 
compelled the shipments to be carried 
to the Atlantic Coast by rail before they 
could have been loaded on vessels. 

The canal has been constantly pa- 
trolled by Canadian soldiers since the 
war broke out. 

Watched for a Year. 

The three defendants, it was learned 
today, have been under surveillance for 
a year. 

The names of worxers in San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Bosto and other cities are said to have 
been “alecovered among documents 
seized by the authorities in a raid upon 
the offices of Koenig and Lyendecker. 
Maps and diagrams, which were among 
the things found in Koenig's office and 
ut his home, show that considerable 
time had been given to preparations for 
the use of explosives.

liectorberg, Bohm, Kennedy. James, 
Smith, Murphy and W. T. Munday. 
Leyendecker, of whom little is known 
the authorities, occasionally, it 8 
alleged, disguised himself as C. D. 
Decker and R. Decker. He claims to be 
an American citizen. Koenig took out 
hi first papers 10 years ago, but never 
applicd for full citizenship. 

The penalty for the crime charged in 
this case is three yeare in prison or 
$3000 fine or both. oKenig came into 
prominence last June when the affidavit 
of Guetave Stahl averring that he hal 
seen cannon on board the steamship 
Lusitania before she sailed on her fatal 
voyage was submitted to the State De- 
partment. It was Koenig who notified 
Government officials that Stahl could be 
found at Albany.

Wife and Children, in Divorce 
Testimony Charge That He 
Has So Stated.

ten place, a — hole, no place for 4 
gentleman to live in, and the people are 
rotten.” 

That is the way Anthony Joseph Drex- 
el, once of Philadelphia, described his 
native country to his wife's sister, Mme, 
Anne de St. Cyr (formerly Mrs. James 
Henry Smith and previously Mrs. WII- 
liam Rhinelander, according to her affi- 
davit filed in the Chancery Court here. 
It was produced in opposition to Mr. 
Drexel’s motion denying the jurisdiction 
of an English court to which his wife 
had applied to compel him to resume 
monthly payment of $50,000 a year all- 
mony under their deed of separation, 
disregarded since last August in antici- 
pation, it is alleged, of institution of di- 
vorce proceedings in Paris, where. he 
claims residence now. 

He also intimates that he shall ac- 
quire French citizenship, although, ac- 
coraing to Mme. de St. Cyr's testimony, 
he said to her: “I love English and En- 
glish standards.“ Other depositions sub- 
mitted to the Court quote him as sim- 
Uarly expressing hatred of America and 
her people. 

His own idea of his cosmopolitan stat- 
us he recorded in a deposition thus: By 
birt: I am an American citizen. I have 
never been naturalized in Great Brit- 
ain. I have been for a good many 
years a resident in London, but I have 
had for some years and still have a res- 
idence in Paris and another in Ven- 
ice. I have never intended to acquire 
nor have I, as I verily welleve, ever in 
fact, acquired an English domicile.” 

What Mrs. Drexel Says. 

Mrs. Drexei aeposed: “In the summer 
of 1899 my husband told me he had made 
uy his mind to live in England and not 
return to American; he has gone on an 
average once a year to America on busi- 


ness connected with his father’s will. 


He was always very angry at having 
to go and very glad to get back. Since 
1899 he has repeatedly and habitually 
stated to me that it was impossible to 
live in America; that England was the 
only place fit to live in and that he in- 
sisted on permanently living there. In 
1907 I suggested to Mr. Drexel that we 
should go back and live in America, but 
he absolutely refused, saying: 
Nothing will make me live in that 
rotten country.“ 
Viscountess Maidstone, 
in her affidavit asserted: 
My father habitually stated to me 
that America was no place to live in 
and that he disliked the people particu- 
larly. He said England was the only 
place to live in. This was a common 
saying of his. He said he would never 
think of living in America.“ 
Anthony J. Drexel Jr., a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange, and 
the eldest son of A. J. Drexel, deposed: 
“Il was born in America. When I was 
between nine and 10 years old my moth- 
er and father came over to England 
with the family. * * * In 1910 I mar- 
ried my present wife, Miss Gould, in 
America. I then settled in New York. 
* * * Before 1 went to America I, of 
course, had numerous opportunities of 
associating with my father and he has 
frequently stated to me that England 
was the only place to live in. He said 
that America was a horrible place to 
live in. In 1910 my father and family 
came over to attend my wedding in New 
York, and unxious was he to get 
back that they were only four days in 
America, going back on the same boat 
they arrived on * * I don't believe 
that my father intends to live perma- 
nently in France. He does not like the 
French. He calls Frenchmen ‘powder 
puffs.’ He has undoubtedly only gone 
there to get a divorce.” 
John Armstrong Drexel, 
Lon, Whe achieved some 
aviator, corroborated the 
his father’s aversion to

After having read all the 
Mr. Drexel filed this reply: 

“During the past 18 years I have, 1 
verily believe, spent three-fourths of 
every year outside of England, My wife 
has said to me: ‘You consider Paris your 
home and you had better stop there al- 
together.

Jus Ralph, holders of 191 
shares of stock of the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick Dry Goods Co., which is in 
liquidation, today filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court asking for a receiver for 
the company. They also ask that cer- 
tain of its officers, including the pres- 


ident of the company, Thomas H. Me- 
Hittrick, and the board of directors, 
consisting of Thomas H., Hugh, Wal- 
ter and Ralph McKittrick; Charles C. 
Iinglish and Martin I’. Donohue, be rm- 
quired to make an accounting and tu 
reimburse the treasury of the corpo- 
ration for expenditures alleged to ha e 
been negligently made. According to 
Jullan Laughlin, attorney for tho plain- 
tiffs, about $10,000,000 is involved in the 
suit. 

The petition covers 57 typewritten 
pages and the prayer for the various 
decrees takes up eight additional pages. 
The company’s action in promoting the 
Raflway Exchange Building is one of 
the issues. 

Calls Price fer Store Too W 

Part of the site of the Railway 
Exchange Building was originally 
the site of the William Barr Dry 
Goods Co., which leased the property 
from the Julia Building Co. The suit 
avers that in 1905 the McKittrick 
company wrongfully purchased all of 
the capital stock of the Barr com- 
pany for $1,800,000. This, it is al- 
leged, was $900,000 too much, and the 
directors, it is alleged, are liable for 
this. 

It is alleged that Thomas H. Me- 
Kittrick conceived the idea of erect- 
ing a mammoth building and he as- 
sociated with him for the purpose of 
developing the plan, William J. Hol- 
brook and George II. Blackwelder, 
who are also named as defendants, 
an 1 Murray Carleton. They organ- 
ized the Department Store Investment 
Co. and procured for it the lease held 
by the Barr company on the Julia 
Building at Sixth and Olive. The 
plaintiffs charge that the Department 
Store Co. was interposed solely for 
the purpose of “leeching” the Mc- 
Kittrick company. 

Carleton, the petition sets forth, 
withdrew from the enterprise, “re- 
tiring with clean hands,” ani is not 
made a party to the suit. 

Capital Steck Dividend. 

The plaintiffs aver that the directors 
of the MeKittrick company In Decem- 
ber, 1905, declared a dividend of $160.00 
from the capital stock. They are asked 
to account for this. The petition further 
recites that after the McKittrick com- 
pany took possession of the Barr store 
in January, 1906, the directors spent 
about $100,000 in the Barr place making 
alterations, when they knew the build- 
ing was to be torn down to make way 
for the Railway Exchange structure. 

After taking charge of the Barr store, 
the McKittrick Co. directors, it is al- 
leged, paid a bonus of from $50,000 to 
$65,000 to get rid of the Barr manager. 
The ythen installed as manager George 
H. Allan, whose alleged policy of sub- 
stituting new department heads for old 
employes was injurious to the business, 
it is averred. Ultimately the William 
Barr Co. was wrecked and $850,000 of its 
assets and value were lost, it is charged. 

Tae Defendants. 

Defendants in the case are the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick Dry Co., the 
four MckKittricks, English, Donahoe. 
George B. Haliday, W. H. Glasgow, 
George H. Allan, Robert McKittrick 
Jones, Department Store Investment Co., 
W. H. Holbrook, George II. Black- 
welder, Hood Realty Co., The Railway 
Exchange Building Co.. Annuity Realty 
Co., St. Louis Union Trust Co., Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Co., Peter J. Byrne 
and Tower Realty Co. 

The defendant Gyrne is the 
dent stockholder who filed 
receiver for the company 
Court here last July. According to he 
plaintiffs in the present suit he has 
failed to prosecute his case and has rot 
supplied his counsel with information or 
evidence. It is alleged that his suit was 
not filed in good faith. They claim thet 
it has blocked other litigation, thereby 
en using losses to the extent of many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

“Lenses Were Assigned.” 

According to the plaintiffs, all the 
leases of the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing were assigned to the Annuity Real- 
ty Co. The leases amount to $300,000 a 
year. This means that the total accru- 
ing to that company during the life of 
such leases will approximate $14,750,092, 
it is alleged. It is set forth that at the 
time this arrangement was made the 
Hargadine-McKittrick Co. was the equl- 
table owner of the Railway Exchange 
Building and that the plan was 
coneeived and executed in frand, gith 
the intent to obtain through the Annu- 
liv Co. a profit for an undisclosed and 
secret interest.

Fighting Around St 


Mihiel—Gunners See Their Targets. 
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By LINCOLN EYRE. | 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and the New York World. 
HEADQUARTERS OF THE MOBILE 
ARMY IN THE FORTIFIED REGION 
OF VERDUN, Dec. 18.—This war is not 
wholly impersonal. I thought it was 
until a survey of that sharp, topograph- 
ical triangle of which the town of St. 


Mihiel forms the apex convinced me 
that there is at least one slice of the 
line from Switzerland to the sea where 
the fighters of each side know exactiy 
what they are up against. 

In this little district—it ranges rough- 
ly from Chauvoncourt to the fort of 
Camp des Domaine—even the men in 
the trenches sometimes see their enemy 
in the flesh over beyond his lines. From 
the artillery posjtione and other posts 
more to the rear never a day parses 
without some visible demonstration of 
the fact thet one is warring against 
skin and bone individualities and not 
merely against highly efficient but er- 
tirely impersonal engines of destruction. 

To me, newly come from the dark 
depths of the Argonne forest, where the 
conflict is perhaps more mysterious, 
more meaningless and more unreal than 
in any other place, this impression of 
visibility came as a revelation. All I 
had hitherto seen and read of this war 
portrayed it as a sightless, often a 
soundless, and always an incomprehen- 
sible, struggle waged by beings in 
blindefs whose underground groupings 
are directed by unseen intellects, many 
miles away. 

Both Sides of Line Can Be Seen. 

While this formula doubtless holds 
true for the western front as a whole 
it has its exceptions, and the greatest 
of these lies in the St. Mihiel salient. 
For there is no sector, so the staff of- 
ficers inform me, from which one gets 
a clearer picture of what is occurring 
on both sides of the line. 

To narrate properly how I discovered 
the visible and personal war in the re- 
gion of St. Mihiel, however, one must 
begin chronologically and politely with 
a breakfast given in our honor—we 
were six all told—by the General in 
command of the fortified region of Ver- 
dun. 

We had inspected one of these forts 
before breakfast with the academic in- 
terest one would devote to a magnifi- 
cent antique. Not that there was any 
thing antiquated about that fort, for 
as forts go it was up to the minute. 
But to students of certain events at 
Antwerp and Przemysl, forts now have 
somewhat the same look as a narrow 
skirt of last year’s vintage on Fifth 
avenue. 

Trenches to Replace Forts. 

Hence I may detract without indis- 
cretion from the opinions uttered at the 
General’s table the following theory of 
the defenses which will replace forts 
in France: A line of trenches from the 
sea to the Vosges. 

Traveling at the regulation staff car 
pace—every military chauffeur is own 
brother to Barney Oldfield—we motored 
an hour and a half before we reached 
the terminus of the raflroad upon which 
our train was to transport us to the 
firing line. 


Before embarking I briefly inspected a 
Robinson Crusoe edifice in which I was 
informed the potius billeted hereabouts 
were entertained with moving picture 
shows. Films presented are the same as 
those the French Government supplied 
to E. Alexander Powell for reproduction 
under the auspices of the New York 
World in the United States. It was cu- 
rious, though, that here, within easy 
range of the German heavy artillery, 
trench soldiers were enjoying pictures 
trrough which Americans are learning 
what prodigies of \alor these same sol- 
diers have achieved. 

Although the line ran through a dense 
forest, it hadn't escaped the attention 
of German gunners four or five miles 
away. We imagined Coney Island rather 
than the war, however, as we bumpei 
along the miniature rails. The entire 
system might have been imported bodily 
from an amusement park, I thought 
particularly when on down-gradc 
stretches our equine engines were un⸗ 
hitched and followed on behind at a 
gallop, and we tobogganed swiftly along 
to the next uphill bit. Frequentiy wwe 
walked or waded to the front lines 
through interminable boyaux (communi- 
cation trenches), so our satisfaction at 
this luxurious traveling was intense. 
That the system hadn't been laid ont 
altogether for our benefit, however, was 
evident from the heavily laden care 
standing at the terminal and from var 
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fous stations with sidetracks which we 
passed. 
Shells and More Shelis. 

The contents of cars and stations con- 
sisted chiefly of shells, shells, then more 
shells, with here and there a few con- 
signments of frozen meat or other com- 
missariat commodities. 

I learned that because of this toy ral: - 
road the St. Mihiel portion of the front 
was better and more easily served with 
ammunition and lesser wants than any- 
where else, and I began to have a great 
admiration for the humble engineers 
who were operating it. Our special tra- 
versed many miles of woodland, and a 
few paces from the end Of the line we 
came to the bomb-proof lodgings of a 
Colonel, whose regiment occupied the 
front trenches a couple of hundred yards 
beyond. From the cliff, which is a sort 
of veranda for him, the Colonel pointed 
out Fort des Paroches, one of the out- 
lying forts of Verdun, and beyond that 
Chauvon Court, which is in German 
hands. Then he produced sundry ste- 
helmets and anti-gas masks and bade us 
don the former and carry the latter. 

There's no special danger, he ob- 
served, but in some of the places we 
are going they can see our heads.” 

That was my introduction to the per- 
sonal phase of the war. Never before 
had an officer confessed that my head 
m.ght enter the enemy’s line of vision. 


Flags of Four Nations Fly. 


The second hint that men, and not 
mere emotionless machines, were con- 
fronting us across the narrow vale in 
front of St. Mihiel reached me when, 
behind the German trenches, I saw 
four flagstaffs flying the banners of 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Turkey 
and Bulgaria upon the soil of France. 

Onc of the staff officers with us 
cauf t sight of these flags at the same 
time I did. A stranger to this sector, 
he never had seen them before. I 
watched him scowl and gnaw at his 
mustache and knew that he, too, sensed 
fa spirit of individualism in the con- 
flict. 

The climax of this feeling, however, 
came to me only when, having traversed 
a comparatively short bayou, we found 
ourselves at the edge of a cliff on an 
observation post from which one gazed 
down upon the opposing trenches as 
though from an aeroplane, 500 feet in 
the air. 

To the left the German lines lost 
themselves in Chauvencourt. Right op-

To 
one who is familiar with the utter life- 
leasness brooding over most sections at 
the front, these trifling insignia of 
human existence are distinctly thrill- 
ing. But even more striking evidence 
was vouchsafed me.

Most of the 
party wore goloshes, some of them of 
extra height, but it became necessary 
to fasten them to the leg with wire 
which the representatives of the tele- 
phone company provided. 

The tree is the largest that has ever 
been brought to St. Louis for the Post 
Dispatch Christmas Festival Associa- 
tion. It is more than 50 feet high, with 
a spread of 35 feet and circumferefice at 
the butt of 70 inches. It was originally 
expected to obtain the tree from the 
farm of Mr. Whitsett, he having tend- 
ered it, as in former years, but as his 
grove was two miles farther from the 
railroad than the tract of Mr. Downey, 
it was deemed wise to select the tree 
from the latter tract to make the prob- 
lem of hauling less difficult.

PERKINS ASSAILS 
PRESIDENT FOR 
MEXICAN POLICY 


Writes to Him That Actions 
There Have Minimized Ameri- 
can Influence in European 
Capitals. 


NEW YORK, Dee. 18.—The following 
letter which George W. Perkins, chair- 


man of the Progressive party's execu- 
tive committee, sent to President Wil- 
son under date of Dec. U, has been 
made public: 
My dear Mr. President: I am im- 
pressed with the following statement 
made by you in your speech at Co- 
lumbus: 
„The Mexicans may not know what 
to do with their Government, but that 
is none of: our business, and so long as 
I have the power to prevent it, nobody 
shall butt in“ to alter it for them.’ 
This statement seems to me to be in 
sharp contrast to your actions in Mex- 
ico, actions which have caused our 
country so much embarrassment and 
humiliation. When you refused to rec- 
ognize Huerta you certainly ‘butted in’ 
in Mexico. 
J address you on the subject because 
I earnestly believe that in the manner 
in which you ‘butted in’ in Mexico is 
found the root of all the trouble and 
humiliation to which our country has 
been. subjected, not. only with Mexico, 
but other foreign countries as well. 
“When you ‘butted in’ in Mexico you 
demanded that our flag be saluted. You 
sent our troops to Vera Crus; you 
brought our dead away and left our 
honor behind; you abandoned your de- 
mand that our flag be saluted. 
These, with countless other incidents 
in Mexico, caused Germany and other 
nations to realize that our foreign policy 
was so ill-considered, so short-sighted, 
so impotent and pointless, that they had 
absolutely nothing to fear from us. And 
consequently they have treated us with 
scorn and impunity. 
“The result is that our prestige today | N 
in every foreign. capital is at a lower 
ebb than ever before reached. And I 
believe that very many Americans join 
me in the feeling that all this is direct- 
ly traceable to the fact that at the be- 
ginning of the Mexican situation, you 
did not act as you now talk. 
“As the contrast between your state- 
ment of yesterday and your action at 
the beginning of the Mexican situation 
is at such wide variance, it occurs to 
me that there may be some reason for 
it which you might at this time be will- 
ing to make known to the public.

NEW YORK, Dec. . That Mrs. 
Frank Leslie, deceased cot the 
noted publisher, is alleged to have been 
the daughter of a negress slave and 
Charies Follin, a white man, of New

rogate’s Court by Willian Nelson Crom- 
well and Louis H. Cramer, the execu- 
tors. 

The executors paid $108 to detectives

The will gave Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt the bulk of the $2,000,000 estate 
to be used to further the cause of suf- 
frage.

THE SEGREGATION ELECTION. 
The injunction which the opponents of segrega- 
‘on are said to be preparing against the initiative 
as unconstitutional would probably fail; the in!- 
tiative provision of the charter is probably con- 


a segregation law. 

We do not believe that it is constitutional to 
forbid citizens of any class to occupy their own 
property, so long as they do not use it for un- 
lawful purposes. How is ft constitutionally pos- 
sible to prevent a negro from occupying as a home 
a house belonging to him? How is it possible to 
keep him from buying a house in any part of the 
city? If he owns the house, can he not occupy and 
use it? 

Discriminations such as that embodied in a seg- 
regation law cut deep into fundamental rights and 
liberties. However much one may want to divide 
one class of citizens from another, or whatever 
reasons may be urged in favor of their division, 
we must have regard for fundamental principles of 
liberty. We must preserve individual rights at 
any cost. 

The Board of Aldermen might have saved the 
city much money by passing the segregation or- 
dinance and thus giving opportunity for a test 
of the law, without subjecting the city to the 
great cost of an election by initiative. The party 
to which the Aldermen belong has too much re- 
gard for the negro vote to consent to action of this 
kind. It would, however, have saved the city a 
large sum, without cutting off the opportunity of 
the negro to fight segregation. 

If it is possible to test the principle of the law 
without undertaking the heavy expense of an elec- 
tion—possibly two elections—steps should be 
taken to this end. The city has been overbur- 
dened with special elections. 
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May the Saturday event have the effect of heart- 
ening all lone American widowers. 
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MOROS AND MORMONS. 

Brigadier-General Frank McIntyre strongly 
urges Congress not to include a penal provision 
against polygamy in the new Philippine bill. It 
will be better not to enact it than to leave it un- 
enforced, he thinks, and to enforce it would cost 
much bloodshed and many years of time. 

This seems to be good advice. Even on this 
continent plural marriages have had an astonish- 
ing prevalence against the force of the law. The 
first national convention ever held by the Re- 
publican party denounced the polygamy of Mor- 
mondom as one of the twin relics of barbarism. 
Half a century later polygamy in Utah was an is- 
sue of fact on which much was said in the affirma- 
tive. 

Will the Moros, whose religion also sanctions 
plural marriages, be as much of a problem as the 
Mormons and will there be future struggles over 
Moro Reed Smoots and Moro Congressman Rob- 
erts? 
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ABYSSINIA TO THE RESCUE. 

Another of the curious possibilities which the 
war has thrust on the world is contained in a re- 
port from Abyssinia. The young Emperor of that 
country is said to have offered 200,000 of his black 
troops, well trained and armed with Belgian and 
Krupp guns, to assist the allies, If the report is 
not a mocking invention of the enemy and the 
offer is bona fide and is accepted, Abyssinia would 
be found fighting on the same side with Italy, 
with which not so very long ago it was at war, 
with results greatly to Italy’s disadvantage. But, 
then, the struggle has from the first been throw- 
ing nations into groupings which only a little time 
ago would have been thought impossibly illogical. 
Japan is fighting on Russia's side, after late bloody 
resistance to her rivalry Bulgaria is fighting 
with the Turks, whom only two years ago she was 
slaughtering, and Turkey is fighting against the 
British and French, who for nearly a century 
were her protectors. 

The most remarkable feature of Abyssinia’s par- 
ticipation would be the further extent of African 
territory it would involve in the issues of the con- 
test. The Continent is so largely controlled by 
the colonizing Powers that practically all of 


Africa except Abyssinia and Liberia is now affect-' 


ei by the War. If the Abyssinian offer is accepted, 
ponly Liberia would remain at peace. More of 
heathen Africa would participate in Christian 
Furope's war than of Europe itself. 
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“Blood and iron,” said Bismarck, but he proba- 
bjy never expected anything like fron small coin 
in Germany. 
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NEW HOST OF BRITISH VOLUNTEERS. 

Estimates on the enlistments obtained in the 
British Isles under the Lord Derby plan were 
early placed at 500,000 and have ranged from_that 
number to an improbable maximum of 8,000,000. 
Whatever the exact number, the period permitted 
for testing the plan closed with all the evidences 
of a remarkable success. 

An incredible proportion of the available mate- 
rial in the kingdom has been placed at the dis- 
posal of the war office. It is said to be enough to 
put new armies in the field and to supply for 
months to come the normal ratio of wastage in all 
armies. 

A result which should enable the British to 
make a creditable showing in the remainder of the 


war, without resort to conscription, would have 
from many viewpoints. It would make

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A REGISTRY MORTGAGE TAX. 

F. N. Judson’s letter to the Post-Dispatch op- 
portunely points out that the decision of the Kan- 
sas Supreme Court invalidating a registry tax on 
mortgages should not discourage further effort in 
Missouri for sane taxation on this form of cred- 
its. 

The distinction he draws between the constitu- 
tional rules of the two states is one familiar to 
lawyers and students of tax evolution. The rule 
requiring uniformity in the taxation of all prop- 
erty was at one time regarded by not a few states 
other than Kansas as providing an adequate safe- 
guard against injustice and inequality. But it was 
found that the same kind of taxation is not adapt- 
ed to all kinds of property. Some forms of tax- 
ation gave satisfactory results as applied to some 
forms of property, but unsatisfactory results as 
applied to other forms. 

So, more than a generation ago, the old hard 
rule of uniformity for all property began to give 


j Way to a rule permitting property to be classified 


and requiring uniformity only for property of the 
same kind or classification. Missouri has long 
had the broader rule, but Kansas, whose govern- 
ing devices are supposed to be in advance of those 
of most of the states, still sticks to the old rule 

A registry tax on mortgages would be self-en- 
forcing. It would cause an enormous reduction in 
perjury in Missouri and yield much greater reve- 
nue than is obtained under the present plan of 
taxing mortgages by assessment, which everybody, 
seemingly, is in a conspiracy to evade. 
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THAT ASTOUNDING AUSTRIAN PROPOSAL. 

Austria asks us to define the law while it 
“must preserve full liberty to urge its own legal 
interpretations.” That is to say, we may play 
the part of prosecutor to our heart’s content, 
while Austria will act as judge and jury. This 
would be less startling in contrast to heretofore 
recognized modes of justice if Austria were not 
the offender. 

The most incomprehensible and paradoxical 
feature of the Austrian note is that it expresses 
sympathy for the victims.

SAFETY GUARDS ON MACHINES. 

Action to compel the equipment of machines 
with effective safety guards will not benefit 
Marie Moentmann, but may save other workers 
from injury or death. For that reason, State 
Factory Inspector Johnston should have the co- 
operation of all machine-using employers in see- 
ing that the best-known safety equipment is 
placed on all machinery. A majority of employ- 
ers are willing to obey the law in this regard, 
and the courts should deal sternly with the few 
who are too penurious and too careless of the wel- 
fare of their employes to make their machines 
safe. 

But the most potent factor in bringing about the 
universal use of safety devices will be a work- 
men's compensation law. Under that law, the 
stingy employer will know that he cannot escape 
payment for injuries sustained by workers from 
unguarded machines. It will be cheaper to use 
safety guards than to run the risk of paying com- 
pensation. The compensation law will make the 
Golden Rule automatic in places where men and 
machinery come in contact.

Football Rule Changes 


12 are dickering with the football 

rules again, it seems. While on the 
face of the season the existing college 
football code seems about ideal, minor 
adjustments are needed, according to 
some authorities. 

For example, Parke H. Davis of the 
Rules Committee is fathering a plan to 
penalize by the loss to his team of 
15 yards the paver who, without havin 
himself a chance to intercept a bal 
jostles an opponent about to receive it. 
Other suggestions made are: 

To abandon the goal kick. 
To widen the field of play five 
yards, 


To punish an unre covered fum- 


ble by a five-yard penalty, instead 
of loss of the ball. 


Present Rule Is O. K. 


HE only one of these that attracts 
the eye as new is that relating to 
the possession of the fumbled ball re- 
ccvered by the enemy. This is a radical 
proposition and was fostered by no less 
a player than Arthur Poe, who himself 
ran the length of the field for a touch- 
down against Yale tn 1898, under such 
conditions as are covered in his sug- 
gested rule change. 

At present a fumble recovered ** the 
chemy renders the side fumbling liable 
to anything that thereafter happens, 
even to a run the length of the field for 
a touchdown. 

The five-yard penalty on fum- 
bles, inatead of teas of the ball 
would tend to the elimination of 
scores not really earned. 
Touchdowns frequently happen when 

fumbles are recovered close to the goal 
of the side losing possession of the oval, 
making scoring easy for the 2 
Long runs, following pick-ups in mid- 
field, result in scores that frequently 
could never have been earned by sys- 
tematic attack of superior football by 
the side benefited. 

On the ather hand, posscasion 
of the ball and accurate handling 
ef the same are twe of the funda- 
mentals of the game, and recov- 
ered fumbles and all that goes 
with them are properly consid- 
ered the just prise of superior 
alertness, 

Many spectacular plays result from 
fumbles; and while a mere five-yard pen- 
alty would cause fewer undeserved 
scores, it would surely remove interest- 
ing features, from the spectators’ view- 
point. 

The chances are that the forward pass 
change is the only one that will receive 
serious consideration when the commit- 
tee meets.

This is « picture of Mrs, Visher and her andren, taken at her 


MAXIM'S “DEFENSELESS AMER-| 
IcA.” 

ROM a perusal of “Defenseless 
— America,“ by Hudson Maxim, emi - 

nent American inventor of war mu- 
nitions and smokeless powder, it is ap- 
parent that Mr. Maxim has delved as 
deeply into the realms of philosophy as 
he has into the secrets of the smokeless 
powder, for the book is permeated with 
the philosophy of human nature. 

Using this philosophy ih conjunction 
with a study of the history of the na- 
tions of the earth, Mr. Maxim presents 
an array of arguments for preparation, 
not for war, but against war, which 
overwhelm the reader. The wealth of 
the United States, and its defenseless 
condition, he says, form a very tempting 
morsel for the nations abroad. 

Mr. Maxim depicts, in a realistic word 
pieture, the effects of war, should the 
United States be drawn into a conflict. 
He tells of the inefficiency of the navy 
and of the superiority of the navies of 
He gives a further 


| realistic picture of what would happen 


| 


to the United States if the navy of the 
“pposing nation should defeat the navy 
of the United States. How an army of 
from 100,000 to 200,000 men could be easily 
landed on this continent, armed with 
the most modern munitions of war, 
troops trained for years. Then he gives 
statistics of what would happen to the 
army of the United States, how they 
would be annihilated. 

The book is divided into a number of 
chapters, each considering a certain sub- 
sect in connection with the study of 
preparation, not for war, but against 
war, the inferior equipment of the 
United States and the superiority of. the 
other nations in that regard, placed side 
by side, always closed by a strong argu- 
ment for preparation. 

The pacifists and their logic are 
scored time and again in the book. 
Mr. Maxim, claiming that while ‘the 
pacifiéts are probably sincere in their 
logic against preparation, they are 
entirely wrong. He says in the book 
that he is for peace as much as any 
one in the Unite4 States, but the only 
Way to secure peace is te have an 
army and navy of such proportions, 
and a civilian army ready for war, 
should war be needed that the other 
nations will, of necessity, respect it. 

The beneficial results of a mili- 
tary training are also considered, such 
as the military system of Switzer- 
land, where each man is a. soldier, 
capable of doing service when service 
is needed. Mr Maxim cites the high- 
er type of citizens who would be 
evolved from such a training for the 
young men of the country: claiming | 
that they would secure the priceless 
habit of obedience, and that the young 
men would acquire a greater alert- 
ness and quickness by such a training 
than otherwise. 

The substitution of an international 
court for the settlement of the die- 
ficulties is also considered. This, ac- 
cording to Mr. Maxim, woul’ not be 
at all practical. He gives ae hie rea 
sons, the way the treaties of the past 
rave been termed “mere scraps of 
paper,” and that should such 4 coun- 
eil of nations be formed, the nations 
of power would dominate the  poll- 
cies of the council, making it op- 
pressive for the smaller and weaker 
nations.
